I was 
told shortly after assuming this position in September of 1988, that the gentleman 
had had a problem in the early '70*$ after tying a boy to the mast of his Sea 
Scout ship, I believe this is the same information that my predecessor had*

Obviously my concerns, in addition to the harm to the boys, 
center around the fact that this individual's membership was previously sus- . 
pended in 1971 for the same reasons it is being suspended now. In 1975, this 
individual was allowed to re-register. 

The one error I see in the newspapers is the anonymous source who claims to 
know that "Scouting officials" were fully informed of the man's past. I was 
told shortly after assuming this position in September of 1SS8> that the gentleman 
had had a problem in the early 'TO's after tying a boy to the mast of his Sea 
Scout ship. I believe this is the same information that my oredecessor had.
